Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 



A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .114. Applicant's submission filed on 1 1 
December 2002 has been entered.

Claims 1 , 52, 55, 58 and 65 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Ghiatas (cited by Applicant). Ghiatas discloses a medical device with a 
shaft (10) having a distal end, distal tip, proximal end and a side. A distal cutting 
element (20) is disposed on the distal end as well as the distal tip. See Fig. 4. A 
fixation element (16) has a free end and is disposed proximal to the distal tip. See Fig. 
3. The distal end of the shaft (10) is placed in body tissue. The free end extends into 
the body tissue. See col. 6.

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Claims 68-91 are allowed. 

Claims 49, 53, 54, 56, 57, 59-64, 66 and 67 are objected to as being dependent 
upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form 
including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
